Bush announces coalition to aid tsunami-ravaged countries 


BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA | As the world 
scrambled to the rescue, survivors fought 
over packs of noodles in quake -stricken 
Indonesian streets Wednesday while relief 
supplies piled up at the airport for lack of 
cars, gas or passable roads to move them. 
The official death toll across 12 countries 
soared to near 77,000 and the Red Cross 
predicted it could pass 100,000. 

Bodies were piled into mass graves to 
ward off disease. Paramedics in southern 
India began vaccinating thousands of sur- 
vivors against cholera, typhoid, hepatitis 
A and dysentery, and authorities sprayed 


bleaching powder on beaches where bodies 
have been recovered. In Sri Lanka, reports of 
waterborne disease such as diarrhea caused 
fears of an epidemic. 

“We’re facing a disaster of unprecedented 
proportion in nature,” said Simon Missiri, a 
top Red Cross official. “We’re talking about 
a staggering death toll.” 

In his first public comments on the disaster. 
President Bush announced the United States, 
India, Australia and Japan have formed an 
international coalition to coordinate relief and 


reconstruction of the 3,000 miles of Indian 
Ocean rim devastated by Sunday’s earthquake 
and the tsunami it unleashed. 

From airlifts of rice and water purifiers 
to the deployment of an entire Marine expe- 
ditionary force, the United States marshaled 
resources across the globe to augment its ini- 
tial $35 million aid package and make sure 
the hardest hit locations got the short-term 
help they requested. 

Bush said he phoned the leaders of stricken 
countries to solicit specific needs and assure 
them the initial aid package “is only the 
beginning of our help.” chris brummitt (ap)

FBI Investigating Laser 
Beam Directed Into Cockpit 

Authorities are investigating a mys- 
terious laser beam that was directed 
into the cockpit of a commercial jet 
traveling at more than 8,500 feet. 
The beam appeared Monday when 
the plane was about 15 miles from 
Cleveland Hopkins International 
Airport, the FBI said. The pilot was 
able to land the plane, and air traf- 
fic controllers used radar to deter- 
mine the laser came from suburban

Suspect in Wis. 
Hunter Slayings 
Pleads Not Guilty 

HAYWARD, WIS. I A man accused 
of shooting six fellow deer hunters 
to death and wounding two oth- 
ers after he was caught trespass- 
ing in the woods pleaded not guilty 
Wednesday. 

Chai Soua Vang, 36, waived 
his right to a preliminary hearing 
and will stand trial on six counts 
of murder and three of attempted 
murder. A judge set a trial date of 
Sept. 12. 

Vang’s lawyer, Steven Kohn, said 


the defense was considering wheth- 
er Vang should change his plea to 
not guilty by reason of insanity. 

The gunfire broke out Nov. 21 
after some hunt- 
ers discovered the 
Hmong immigrant 
in a tree stand on 
their land.

Vang gested he acted in 
self-defense, tell-

Infighting impedes 
ereation of fingerprint 
database, report finds 

WASHINGTON | More than three 
years after the Sept. 11 attacks. 
President Bush’s administration 
has failed to create a unified U.S. 
fingerprint database because of 
agency infighting, meaning most 
visitors to the country still aren’t 
fully screened for terrorist or crimi- 
nal ties, the Justice Department’s 
watchdog has warned. 

Continued bureaucratic clash- 
ing “creates a risk that a terrorist 
could enter the country undetected,” 
Inspector General Glenn A. Fine 
said Wednesday, in his fourth report 
about the problem. 

Despite some improvement, 
the Justice, State and Homeland 
Security departments are at an 
impasse over such basic issues as 
whether two or 10 fingers should be 


printed at U.S. borders and which 
law enforcement agencies should 
have access to immigration infor- 
mation. 

Without an integrated system, 
the review found that watch lists 
used to check certain visitors at the 
borders contain only a small portion 
of the 47 million records in FBI fin- 
gerprint files and that these incom- 
plete lists are prone to error. 

Current Homeland Security 
plans call for fingerprint checking 
against FBI files of fewer than 1 per- 
cent of the estimated 118,000 daily 
U.S. visitors whose prints should be 
checked, or fewer than 1,180. Yet by 
the end of 2005, the officials expect 
to check only about 800 people a day 
against the FBI database. 

Since the 2001 attacks. Congress 
has repeatedly pushed the agencies 
to devise a single, quick fingerprint 
identification system that could be 
used by several different types of 
agencies, curtanderson (ap)

Powerful Storms Bring 
Floods to Parts of West 


SEDONA, ARIZ. | A powerful storm 
battered the West for a third straight 
day Wednesday, forcing hundreds 
of people out of a scenic region of 
Arizona, sending recreational vehi- 
cles floating down a flooded creek 
and turning Southern California 
freeways into a virtual demoli- 
tion derby. 

The storm spawned a tornado in 
Southern California and blacked out 
more than 140,000 customers in the 
area while making for treacherous 
driving conditions. The California 
Highway Patrol logged 220 crash- 
es between Tuesday night and 


Wednesday morning — more than 
three times the normal amount. 

At least 300 people were evac- 
uated because of flooding in low- 
lying areas of Sedona, where Oak 
Creek rose 11 feet during the night, 
reaching 14 feet by late morning. 

The California tornado struck 
two Los Angeles suburbs, ripping 
the roof off a house, and damaging 
cars, but causing no injuries. 

Storm-related deaths since 
Monday mounted to five in 
California, and some highways 
were closed due to flooding and 
mudslides, officials said, (ap) 


Pilots Warned to 
Feel Wings for Ice 

WASHINGTONlIna rare move, feder- 
al safety officials on Wednesday said 
they’re sending a letter to all pilots 
warning them to run their hands 
along their aircraft’s wings before 
takeoff to make sure tiny amounts 
of ice haven’t formed, potentially 
causing an accident. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board said the unusual alert 
stemmed from discussions about 
icing during the investigation of the 
Nov. 28 crash in Montrose, Colo., 
that killed the 14 -year- old son of 
NBC Sports chairman Dick Ebersol 
and two other people. 

The alert is aimed at smaller 
planes, including corporate jets 
and private aircraft, (ap)

Meticulous records 
are offset by hurried 
burials in mass graves 

CUDDALORE, INDIA I Armies of 
officials are tabulating the deaths 
caused by the tsunami that struck a 
dozen countries in Asia and Africa 
last weekend. The grim task is often 
imprecise. 

There is meticulous record keep- 
ing in many areas of India but bull- 
dozers push bodies into mass graves 
in other places in Asia, forcing offi- 
cials to make guesstimates. 

“You are dealing with a lot 
of imperfections,” said Steve 
Hollingworth, director of India’s 
branch of the international aid 
group CARE. “People are dealing 
with a chaotic situation.” 

So far, the death toll across 12 
nations has approached 77,000. 
The International Red Cross 
warned Wednesday that the toll 
could surpass 100,000. 

In India, a network of bureau- 
cratic foot soldiers are recording 
every death, taking a photograph 
of each body. Sri Lanka follows a 
similar process, different officials 
give different death tolls. The 
nation’s disaster center said more 
than 22,000 people died. 

In Indonesia, officials swamped 
by the vast numbers admit they have 


been forced to make crude esti- 
mates. In some cases, they esti- 
mate the population of a village, 
count the survivors and assume 
the rest have been killed. 

Mindful of the emotional toll the 
process takes, local leaders have got- 
ten approval from Muslim leaders 
to hold mass burials. In villages of 
Sri Lanka, residents hurriedly bur- 
ied their dead within 24 hours in 


keeping with Islamic tradition, even 
before the official count began. 

On Wednesday, officials in 
Indonesia’s Aceh province bull- 
dozed hundreds of bodies into pits. 
No identity photos were taken, and 
no details of the mostly naked, dirty 
corpses were written down. 

“We’re facing a major health haz- 
ard if we leave them lying around,” 
Aceh Gov. Azwar Abu Bakar said, (ap)

Four Israelis Accused of 
Forging Bible-Era Artifacts 

Four Israeli antiquities collec- 
tors and dealers were indicted 
Wednesday on charges they ran 
a sophisticated forgery ring that 
spanned the globe and produced a 
treasure trove of fake Bible-era arti- 
facts, including the purported burial 
box of Jesus’ brother. Investigators 
warned that collectors and muse- 
ums around the world could be in 
the possession of fakes, (ap)

Defiant Yanukovych Refuses 
To Concede Despite Protests 

Supporters of apparent presidential 
winner Viktor Yushchenko blocked 
his election opponent from presid- 
ing at a Cabinet meeting in Kiev 
Wednesday as tensions persist- 
ed in this former Soviet republic. 
Prime Minister Viktor Yanukovych 
showed no signs of cracking, refus- 
ing to surrender his post and tell- 
ing journalists he would challenge 
the results of Sunday’s runoff vote 
before the Supreme Court, (ap) 

SUDAN 

U.N. Stops Aid Convoys Amid 
Government, Rebel Fighting 

The U.N. World Food Program sus- 
pended food convoys to the Darfur 
region in western Sudan after rebel 
forces attacked the market town of 
Ghubaysh and the government retal- 
iated, U.N. humanitarian officials 
said. The attack Monday follows 
weeks of insecurity in Darfur in 
which both rebel and government- 
backed forces have attacked each 
other. The fighting reportedly has 
displaced 1.8 million people, (ap) 

CHINA 

Jiang to Relinquish Last Post 

Former President Jiang Zemin will 
step down from his last remaining 
government post in March, the offi- 
cial Xinhua News Agency reported 
Wednesday. Jiang holds the large- 
ly symbolic title of chairman of the 
Central Military Commission of the 
People’s Republic of China. He had 
already stepped down in September 
from his more powerful position 
as head of the Communist Party’s 
Central Military Commission, (ap) 


Militants Ambush Elite Iraqi Police Unit 


29 people die in Sunni 
area in Baghdad after 
police lured by ‘tip’ 

BAGHDAD | U.S. forces launched a 
new offensive Wednesday against 
insurgents in an area south of the 
capital dubbed the “triangle of 
death,” while militants ambushed 
an elite Iraqi police unit in a 
Baghdad neighborhood known 
for its loyalty to ousted dictator 
Saddam Hussein, killing 29 peo- 
ple, most of them civilians. 

The militants set off a huge 
explosion in the staunchly Baathist 
neighborhood of Ghaziliya as a 
contingent of special police and

national guards were about to raid 
a house late Tuesday after receiving 
an anonymous tip. The blast killed 
22 civilians and seven officers, a 
police spokesman said. 


Insurgents have intensified their 
strikes against Iraqi security forces 
as part of a continuing campaign to 
disrupt the elections for a constitu- 
tional assembly. Government troops 
are supposed to protect polling sta- 
tions, and the insurgents’ strategy 

— which includes attacking police 
stations, checkpoints and patrols 

— appears aimed at demonstrating 
the security forces are incapable of 
handling the job. 

Meanwhile, Brig. Gen. Jeffery 
Hammond said Wednesday that 
U.S. troops had begun a major 
anti-insurgency operation 25 
miles south of Baghdad, focused 
on areas around Mahmoudiya.

Militant Attacks, 
Battles in Riyadh 
Kill at Least 8 

RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA | Militants 
launched coordinated car bombings 
and battled security forces in the 
Saudi capital Wednesday night in 
attacks that killed eight people. 

A car bomb detonated near the 
Interior Ministry in central Riyadh 
— killing a bystander, according to 
Saudi TV — followed soon after by a 
blast when suicide attackers tried to 
bomb a troop recruitment center. 

The gunmen who set off the min- 
istry blast by remote control then 
fled and battled police in northern 
Riyadh in a fight that killed seven 
militants, a police official said, (ap)

‘Proud’ Williams Signs Baseball Bill 


Mayors act clears way to renovate RFK Stadium 


WASHINGTON I With the speed 
of a fastball, Mayor Anthony 
A. Williams signed legislation 
Wednesday to bring baseball back 
to the nation’s capital. 

“This is one of my proudest days 
as mayor,” Williams said. 

The signature came after weeks of 
time outs as the D.C. Council balked 
at the plan to finance a new stadium 
along the Southeast waterfront. 

Williams called the signing a 


“symbol of how we are keeping 
our commitments.” 

More than a dozen District 
schoolchildren wearing red, white 
and blue Washington Nationals T- 
shirts applauded the signing. 

The legislation clears the way 
to renovate RFK Stadium, where 
the Nationals will have their home 
opener April 14. It also allows the 
city to sell up to $584 million in 
bonds for construction of a 41,000-

seat stadium. D.C.’s chief financial 
officer has already invited private 
financing proposals. 

Baseball Commissioner Bud Selig 
still must give final approval so the 
D.C. Sports and Entertainment 
Commission can begin renovating 
RFK and hire an architect to design 
the new stadium. Commission chair- 
man Mark Tuohey said they have 
dug up the field and moved thou- 
sands of seats from around the 
third base line to left centerfield.

Md. Dems Seek to Overrule Ehrlich 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. I The House of 
Delegates approved a medical mal- 
practice insurance bill Wednesday, 
setting the stage for negotiations 
with Senate leaders on a com- 
promise version that would have 
enough support to override Gov. 
Robert Ehrlich’s promised veto. 

House Speaker Michael Busch 
and Senate President Thomas V. Mike 


Miller predicted they would work out 
their differences and send a bill to the 
governor that contained significant 
malpractice insurance reform and 
the 2 percent tax on health mainte- 
nance insurance premiums opposed 
by the governor. 

Democratic leaders challenged

tax paid by all other insurers. 

Ehrlich refused to yield. “We 
didn’t call these folks into special 
session so they could pass a regres- 
sive tax that will be passed on to 
those who can least afford to pay 
it,” he said, (ap)

Home Sales 
Surge on 
Low Rates 

WASHINGTON I Sales of previously 
owned homes in November posted 
their best month on record as low 
mortgage rates enticed buyers. 

The National Association of 
Realtors reported Wednesday that 
sales, at a seasonally adjusted annu- 
al rate, totaled an all-time monthly 
high of 6.94 million units, up 2.7 
percent from October’s pace. 

While some other recent reports 
raised questions as to whether 
the high-flying housing market 
might be losing a bit of altitude, 
Wednesday’s report suggested the 
sector is still humming along. 

“So far, the stars have been 
aligned” for the housing market, 
said David Lereah, the associa- 
tion’s chief economist, (ap) 


PHILADELPHIA I US Airways is trying 
to recruit volunteers willing to work 
for free over the New Year’s weekend 
at Philadelphia’s airport in order to 
avoid a repeat of a Christmas fiasco 
that left the struggling airline with 
too few workers to fly its planes and 
process baggage. 

The company took the unusual 
step Tuesday of asking employees 
around the United States whether 
they would be willing to travel to 
Philadelphia International Airport 
between now and Jan. 3 to work as 
unpaid volunteers supplementing 
the airport’s regular staff 

The company said it hoped to 
find volunteers willing to donate 
time greeting passengers, answering 


questions, serving coffee, directing 
foot traffic and lending a hand in 
baggage claim. 

Company spokesman David 
Castelveter said the airline’s man- 
agers planned to be among those 
volunteering their time. He couldn’t 
say how many people had responded 
to the call for volunteers. 

The problems come at a par- 
ticularly bad time for US Airways, 
which is struggling to stay afloat. 
A bankruptcy court judge tempo- 
rarily slashed the pay of all work- 
ers by 21 percent in October. The 
court has said the company could 
be liquidated if it does not present 
a viable financial plan by Jan. 15.

Time Warner, Sprint in Wireless Talks 


KANSAS CITY, MO. I Sprint Corp. and 
Time Warner Cable are discussing a 
deal that would allow the cable pro- 
vider to offer cell phone service, the 
companies said Wednesday. 

Such a deal would make the unit 
of Time Warner Inc. the only major 
cable company to offer the so-called 
“quadruple play” — television, high- 


speed Internet access and both wired 
and wireless phone service. 

It would also be the latest in a 
series of partnerships for Sprint in 
which other companies introduce 
their own brand of cell service using 
Sprint’s network. These include deals 
with AT&T Corp., the ESPN unit of 
Walt Disney Co., Virgin Mobile USA 


LLC, and Qwest Communications 
International Inc. 

While representatives of both 
companies confirmed that talks 
are under way, they wouldn’t say if 
a deal was imminent, as was report- 
ed Wednesday by The Wall Street 
Journal. The paper said the new ser- 
vice would be limited to the Kansas 
City market and become available in 
the first quarter of 2005. (ap)

YEAR IN REVIEW | If nothing else, 
2004 was a trying year. 

Domestically, a bitterly fought 
presidential election returned 
the polarizing President George 
W. Bush to office and revealed a 
deep divide over gay marriage and 
other cultural issues. 

Nature, meanwhile, tested the 
limits of human perseverance by 
pounding the southeastern United 
States with four straight hurricanes 
and, at year’s end, unleashing deadly 
tidal waves across South Asia. 

Terrorists plumbed new depths 
of horror, blowing up commuters 
in Spain, killing schoolchildren in 
Russia, and beheading hostages 
in Iraq, while a brutal civil war 
in Sudan brought the massacre 
of countless villagers and creat- 


ed almost 2 million refugees. 

And yet there were signs of 
hope. Hamid Karzai became 
Afghanistan’s first democrati- 
cally elected president; the death 
of revered and reviled Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat brought a 
glimmer of hope for an end to 
years of conflict in the Middle 
East; and Iraq is moving, howev- 
er haltingly, toward its first post- 
Saddam national elections. 

As 2004 ends, here’s a look back 
at the year’s top news stories. 

■ Red, White and ... Red 

After vanquishing Howard Dean, 
John Edwards and other Democratic 
rivals, John Kerry seemed to have a 
strong chance of ousting President 
Bush. But the Massachusetts sena- 


tor struggled to explain his stance 
on Iraq, underestimated the sting of 
negative ads and narrowly lost the 
pivotal swing state of Ohio after a 
campaign in which Bush, over and 
over, insisted he was best qualified 
to be commander in chief at a time 
of complex challenges to national 
security. The electoral map was a 
sea of Republican red, with islands 
of Democratic blue in the Northeast, 
upper Midwest and West Coast. 

■ Battlefield Iraq 

Throughout 2004, Iraq was a strik- 
ing mix of bloody turmoil and tan- 
talizing promise. Anti-American 
insurgents wreaked havoc with car 
bombings and videotaped behead- 
ings of hostages; the death toll for 
U.S. military forces passed 1,300,

and the toll of Iraqi civilians was 
many times higher. Yet Iraq’s inter- 
im leaders doggedly proceeded 
with plans for national elections. 

■ Blow, Wind Blow 

Four major hurricanes — Charley 
Frances, Ivan and Jeanne — dev- 
astated Florida and other southern 
states in August and September, 
killing 117 people in Florida, 
destroying 2,500 homes and 
causing more than $22 billion 
in insured losses. Not since 1886 
had one state been hit by four hur- 
ricanes in one season. 

■ Shocking, Awful 

Photos came to light showing U.S. 
military guards at the Abu Ghraib 
prison near Baghdad forcing naked 
Iraqi detainees to pose in humil- 
iating positions. Prosecutions 
ensued, and the scandal fueled 
anti-American sentiment through- 
out the Muslim world. 

■ Marital Strife 

From coast to coast, gay marriage 
was a volatile topic throughout the 
year. Massachusetts became the 
first state to have legal, same-sex 
weddings, and local officials in 
several places — including San 
Francisco and Portland, Ore. — 
also wed gay and lesbian couples 
before courts intervened. However, 
each time the issue reached the bal- 
lot — in 13 states in all — voters 
approved constitutional amend- 
ments banning gay marriage.

His stately funeral united the coun- 
try in a year otherwise marked by 
partisan divisions. 

■ Arafat Dies 

For three decades, Yasser Arafat 
was a hero to most Palestinians 
but was considered unreliable —

and Israel. His death in November, 
at age 75, triggered emotional 
mourning among Palestinians but 
also sparked hopes for peace. 

■ Russian School Seizure 

The drama in the Russian town 
of Belsan was especially shocking 
because it targeted children. Aband 
of terrorists, believed to be led by a 
Chechen warlord, took more than 
1,000 people hostage at a school in 
September. When the seizure ended, 
amid explosions and gunfire, more 
than 330 hostages had been killed 
— most of them children. 

■ Madrid Bombings 

Another stunning terrorist strike 
occurred in March, when 190 peo- 
ple were killed after bombs hid- 
den in backpacks exploded on four 
commuter trains in Madrid. Soon 
after the attack, which was blamed 
on Islamic militants, angry vot- 
ers unseated Spain’s pro-American 
government in favor of the Socialist 
Party, which promptly withdrew 
Spanish troops from Iraq. 

■ Wave of Destruction 

The year closed with a disaster 
of almost unimaginable scope as 
tidal waves spawned by a massive 
earthquake crashed into South Asia, 
sweepingtens ofthousands ofpeople 
to their deaths. The tragedy touched 
off the largest humanitarian relief 
effort in history, (express/ap)

Phelps’ ‘Mistake’ 
Yields Probation 


Olympic swimming 
champ pleads guilty 
to drunken driving 

SALISBURY, MD. | Olympic swim- 
ming champion Michael Phelps 
was sentenced to 18 months’ pro- 
bation Wednesday after pleading 
guilty to drunken driving. 

Judge Lloyd O. Whitehead 
granted Phelps probation before 
judgment, meaning his record 
will be expunged if he follows the 
terms of probation. Phelps pleaded 
guilty to driving while impaired, 
and prosecutors dropped charges of 
driving under the influence, under- 
age drinking and failure to stop at 
a stop sign. 

“I recognize the seriousness of 


this mistake,” Phelps told the judge 
in a packed courtroom. “I’ve learned 
from this mistake and will continue 
learning from this mistake for the 
rest of my life.” 

The 19 -year- old Phelps was fined 
$250, must attend a meeting spon- 
sored by Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving and must give speeches to 
students at three schools by June 1, 
advising them about making choices 
and warning them about the dan- 
gers of alcohol. 

As Phelps left the courthouse, 
the star who won eight medals at the 
Athens Olympics — six gold — was 
besieged by autograph seekers. 

Phelps was stopped on Nov. 4 for 
running a stop sign near Salisbury 
University, about 85 miles southeast 
of Baltimore, randall chase (ap) 


Ohalete Seeks $40,000 From Portis

Betts Finally Has His Number Called 


Portis’ injury opens door for Redskins baekup 



REDSKINS I With Clinton Portis 
added to an already long injury list, 
the Washington Redskins have the 
look of a depleted, losing team limp- 
ing toward the finish line. 

Don’t tell that to Ladell Betts. 
Sunday’s finale against the 
Minnesota Vikings is anything but 
meaningless for a yearlong backup 
with one shot at a prime role before 
the season shuts down. 

Betts settled for another year in 
the background when Portis was 
signed to an eight-year, $50.5 mil- 
lion contract in March. Betts was 
a second-round pick from Iowa in 
2002, but he’s played second fiddle 
to a different running back each 
year: Stephen Davis in 2002, Trung 
Canidate in 2003 and now Portis. 


Betts has shown some promise 
when given his chances. He ran for 
307 yards with an impressive 4.7 
average as a rookie, including back- 
to-back games of 116 and 98 yards at 
the end of the season, but last year 
his season was marred by a broken 
arm that cost him seven games. 

This year, Betts has run for 253 
yards on 64 carries for a 4.0 aver- 
age that is better than Portis’ 3.8. 
Portis, who tore a chest muscle last 
week against Dallas, finished with 
1,315 yards on 343 carries. 

The numbers have given fuel to 
the argument that Betts is better 
suited to coach Joe Gibbs’ power 
offense than the high-priced Portis. 
Betts is bigger and is able to move 
the pile forward, while Portis’ small 


size and quick moves are more suit- 
ed to a spread offense. 

For Betts, Sunday is a chance 
to prove that he can do just as well 


— if not better. “It’s definitely an 
audition because these coaches 
haven’t seen me do it,” Betts said.

Clubs offer hot New 
Year’s beats despite a 
lack of marquee DJs 

DANCE I The biggest surprise this 
New Year’s Eve may be the lack of 
big-name DJs at Washington’s top 
nightclubs — no Fatboy Slims, Paul 
Van Dyks or Deep Dishes. 

At Cubik, the electronic music 
event at Nation that is usually the 
preserve of some of the world’s 
finest mixmasters, the stars of the 
party are 17 local DJs chosen by a 
vote of their peers. (No pressure 
there.) Bling-bling clubs Dream, 
H20, Platinum and Fur are keep- 
ing admission prices low (for New 
Year’s Eve, at least) by cutting back 
the frills. After some early evening 
open-bar and buffet action, all four 
nightspots are pay-as-you-go with 
multiple rooms of hip-hop, house 
and other styles of dance music. 

And they’re not the only ones 
letting club -goers celebrate on a 
budget. “Glam” is the theme at 
Home, and a $75 ticket includes 
four floors of dancing, a buffet 
and all-you- can- drink liquor. Or, 
for $30, you can get in the door and 
lift a glass of champagne at mid- 
night. MCCXXIII and Five similar- 
ly allow patrons to choose whether 
they want to sign up for an expen- 


sive open-bar “deal” or not. 

Other clubs, though, are going 
all out. Pearl, Crush, Polly Esther’s 
and Tequila Beach are among those 
touting all-inclusive packages of 
food, drink and dancing. The City 
Museum of Washington closed last 
month, but the event Muse prom- 
ises to bring crowds for a top -shelf 
open bar, DJs and a performance by 
English bhangra DJs RDB (Rhythm 
Dhol Bass). Most, if not all, of these 
events require “proper attire” —

Williams: 
Raw, Real 
And Rural 

T R I B u T E I It might not be the cheeri- 
est way to start the new year, see- 
ing a tribute concert to a singer 
who died at 29 and whose body of 
work included songs like “I’m So 
Lonesome I Could Cry.” 

But this is the eighth year for 
the Birchmere’s “Tribute to Hank 
Williams,” which honors the late 
singer/songwriter on the anniver- 
sary of his death. The beer (and 
tears) will no doubt flow. 

Country music didn’t always con- 
sist of pretty faces in cowboy hats, 
and who represented that time bet- 
ter than Williams? Raw, real and 
rural, Williams’ blues-inspired, 
often dark music set the standard 
for the genre. 

It makes sense, then, that the 
artists gathering for the Birchmere 
tribute have not only an admiration 
for Williams’ legacy, but styles that 
evoke country’s roots. 

Performers include Robin 
and Linda Williams and Their 
Fine Group, whose song, “Rollin’ 
& Ramblin’, The Death of Hank 
Williams,” was recorded by Emmylou 
Harris. And on the “six degrees of 
Hank Williams” front, also play- 
ing will be Grammy winners Cathy 
Fink and Marcy Marxer, who have 
performed with several artists who 
shared the stage with the country- 
music legend.

Genius 

FILM I Pianist Glenn Gould is gen- 
erally considered either a genius or 
a crank. Not that they’re mutually 
exclusive, by any means. But at the 
age of 31, the greatest interpreter 
of Bach since Johann himself with- 
drew from all public performance. 

It was 50 years ago this week 
that Gould made his Washington 
debut at the Phillips Collection. API 
Silver Theatre commemorates the 
occasion with three acclaimed doc- 
umentaries: “Glenn Gould: Off the 
Record” and “Glenn Gould: On the 
Record,” directed by Wolf Koenig 
and Roman Kroitor; and, from the 
Life & Times series, “Glenn Gould: 
The Hidden Genius.” 

That same year, 1955, the 
young virtuoso recorded his leg- 
endary interpretation of Bach’s 
“Goldberg Variations.” His insight- 
ful rendition swept aside 300 years 
of Bach orthodoxy and made him 
an instant superstar. The worldwide 
demand for concert performanc- 
es stoked his latent — or invent- 
ed — hypochondria. Soon Gould 
became known for last-minute can- 
cellations. Then, in 1964, he exited 
the stage permanently. 

The withdrawal, the strange 
radio shows and unorthodox record- 
ing techniques only fed Gould’s rep- 
utation as a kook. But in half a cen- 
tury, his “Goldberg Variations” has

Actor Jerry 
Orbach 
Dead at 69 

NEW YORK I Actor Jerry Orbach, who 
played a sardonic, seen-it-all cop 
on TV’s “Law & Order” and scored 
on Broadway as a song- and- dance 
man, has died of prostate cancer 
at 69, a representative of the show 
said Wednesday. 

Orbach died Tuesday night in 
Manhattan after several weeks of 
treatment. 

A lifelong New Yorker, Orbach 
embodied the Big Apple like few 
other actors. When his illness was 
diagnosed, he had begun produc- 
tion on NBC’s upcoming spinoff 
“Law & Order: Trial By Jury,” 
after 12 seasons playing Detective 
Lennie Briscoe in the original series. 

Among Orbach’s many roles were 
appearances in hit musicals includ- 
ing “Promises, Promises” and “The 
Fantasticks.” He also had big-screen 
roles in films like “Dirty Dancing.”

Can you recommend some good sea- 
faring movies, other than “Pirates 
of the Caribbean” and “Master and 
Commander”?

Are the extended versions of “The 
Lord of the Rings” worth the extra 
money? And is there a deal some- 
where if you buy all three together? 

I guess it depends on how much 
you like the films. If you’re a big 
fan, then I think they are worth the 
money. New Line does a really lovely 
job with these releases. If you’re a 
casual fan, the longer versions of the 
movies and all the special features 
on the extended versions can verge 
on overkill. But if you’re really into 
it, you’ll love every minute.
